GATHERED AT BRUSSELS.

Monetary Conference formally met this 
afternoon in tho Murblo hall of tho Paluis 
dts Academics. M. Bcermaert, the prime 
minister and minister of finance, said in his 
opening address that the cC-nferonco hud 
been called to discuss one of the gravest and 
most complex problems that modern society 
hus over had to fnco. Ho extended, in tho 
name of the Belgian Government, a cordial 
invitation to the delegates. M. Montefiori 
Levi, ub president of the conference, fol 
lowed M. Beermaert. Ho spoke of the 
numerous attempts made to solvo the mono 
tury question. He hoped the conference 
would sink its individuality und keep in 
view the higher interest of the great human 
family. Hon, Mr. Terrell, U. S. minister to 
Belgium, replied in a few formal words on 
bohalf of tho American delegates, und the 
conference adjourned until Friday. 

I'rior to adjournment, several delegates 
requested the American representatives to 
give the details of thoir plan, as the word- 
ing of the invitation to the conference hud 
been too vague to convey any idea of its 
concrete object.

Montreal, Nov. 22.— Le Club Conserva- 
teur had a stormy meeting last night over 
a resolution of confidence in the do lioucher- 
villo Government, moved by F. E. Ville- 
neuve. Half-a-dozen members bitterly de- 
nounced the Go-, eminent, while others de- 
clared that the club was not called upon to 
express uuy opinion. Finally, after two 
hours' heated discussion, a vote of confidence 
in the Government was passed and the 
meeting broke up in disorder.

The pro- 
ceedinga on Friday will be brief, the presi- 
dent of tho commission merely calling the 
names of the accused.

Opening of the ttcicualnir. 

Berlin, Nov. 22. — Emperor William 
officiated in person to-day ut the opening 
of tho Reichstag, his action being based 
upon his determination to emphasize tho 
argument in favor of the military bill. Tho 
populace lined the route from the palace to 
the Houses of Parliament, und the Em- 
peror, who rodeon horseback with a detach- 
ment of cavalry as escort, was given a 
hearty reception. Contrary to expectation, 
Prince Bismarck did not make his appear- 
ance in the Chamber. 

The Panama Canal. 

Paris, Nov. 22. — The Chamber of Depu- 
ties rose at 8 o'clock without having accom- 
plished anything towards choosing the com- 
mission of thirty-three to investigate the 
iffuirs of the Panama Canal Co. 

This prosecution has begun. Summons in 
criminal proceedings were served to-day on 
Count Ferdinand Chas. de Lesseps and 
M. Eiffel, builder of the Eiffel Tower, 
who was the leading character in con- 
nection with the canal, and on Messrs. 
Fontaine and Cottu, who had also closo re- 
lations to tho enterprise. The prosecution 
will be conducted by M. Quesley de Kouurc- 
paire, who is determined that justice shall 
be done,

CONGO CANNIBALISM. 

Europeans Put to Death by SInrtyrdoju— 
bimbs Eaten In tho Presence of 
Their Owners, 

ClIIOAOO, Nov. 21.— Rev. P. M. Flanna- 
gan, pastor of St. Ann's church, this city, 
has recoived a graphically written letter 
from Bishop Auguoard, vicar upostolic of 
Oubunghi, on the Upper Congo. Cannibal- 
ism there is of every day occurrence. The 
letter says in part: " A Frenchman, Mr. 
Deponmayrac, has just been killed and 
caton in Upper Oulianghi with 10 black 
soldiers and IW carriers. A Belgian ex- 
pedition has just been destroyed on the 
Upper Coiifo by the Arabs, who put eight 
Europeans to death by veritable martyr- 
dom. The chief of the expedition was 
forced to look at his arm taken off, which 
was then roasted and eaten in his presence. 
Tho same then was done with his other 
arm, and he was finally killed in the slowest 
and most painful manner possible. It is 
horrible ; and when shall it bo our turn ? 
Within the coming six months I will go to 
found a new mission at the place where Mr. 
Deponmayrac was killed and eaten, and I 
implore tho co-operation of your prayers 
for tho success of this importuut uudertak- 
i"g." 

"HELL'S COAL MINES." 

Cruelties to Convicts la Georgia Coal Mines- 
Starvation ami Horrible Misery. 

Atlanta, (la., Nov. 22.— Hon. W. S. 
Styles, a colored member of tho Legislative 
committee on penitentiaries, makes public 
a letter giving a deplorable account of the 
state of affairs. Speaking of tho Dado coal 
mines, where 1,000 convicts are employed, 
ho snys : Upon entering, wo found that 
great numbers wero sick from having to 
work in caves 300 feet underground, where 
tho water trickled upon their heads, and 
where they stand in water from ankle to 
knee deep all day long. Others are mashed 
and crippled by slate and coal which fall 
upon them from blastings which they can- 
not escape. Tho gases are so stagnating 
that it is Utterly impossible for a benighted 
convict ever to get puro air to breathe. 
Some were nearly naked, and had to work 
and sleep in the same meagre apparel in a 
wet condition. Thero was a white prisoner 
who said he knew they would give him hell 
when he left, but he did not care if they 
did, for ho would rather be dead and in hell 
than be there, for it could lie no worse. It 
is impossible for our committee to get full 
information, which is desired by the state, 
of the condition of these sufferers, for fear 
of punishment when we are gone. Food is 
too scanty in justice to humanity. I de- 
clare that these things ought not to be.

Wliat the Controversy Involved— Over 
Two Millions Loss in 
Wages- 

Homestead, Nov. 21.— The great Btrikc 
at Carnegie's Homestead works has been 
declared off after a live months' struggle, 
which, for bitterness, has probably never 
been equaled in tho country. The army of 
Btrikers finally decided yesterday to yive 
up the fight. This action was taken at a 
meeting of the lodges of the Amalgamated 
Association at Homestead, the vote stand- 
ing 101 in favor of declaring the strike off 
and D! against it. 

The otlicials addressed the members and 
in plain words told them the strike was lost 
and advised them to take steps to better 
their condition. Their remarks met with 
considerable opposition, but when tho vote 
was taken it showed a majority of ten in 
favor of declaring the strike olf. A member 
of the advisory board said that he was try- 
ing to have the strike declared oil' for some 
weeks, as he knew it was lost and it would 
have been better for the men to have done 
so then, as a great many more would have 
gotten their places back. Those who can- 
not get hack arc in a bad fix, as the relief 
funds will be stoppedaud many hundreds of 
them have nothing to live on. The people 
of Homestead, especially tho business men, 
arc highly elated over the declaration to 
call the strike off, for if it had continued 
much longer it would have ruined the town. 
Many business houses fell into the hands of 
the sheriff since tho strike has been on. 

The strike at one time involved nearly 
10,000 men and the loss in wages will 
roach, it is said, in the neighborhood of 
§2,000,000. Then there is the immense 
loss to the firm which cannot be estimated, 
but which conservative people [think is at 
least double the amount lostjby the men in 
wages. To this can he added nearly §500,- 
000 paid to the State troops and the cost to 
tho county of Allegheny for riot, treason 
and other causes glowing out of the strike. 
At least thirty-live deaths were directly 
caused by the strike, which started on the 
moning of July (i, 1892. 

SOCIALISTIC MOVES! ENTS. 

Adjournment of the Congress— Anti-Rent Cam- 
paien to he Inaugurated— Resist the 
Landlords. 

BERLIN, Nov. 22.— The Socialist congress 
has unanimously passed a resolution con- 
demning tho anti-Semitic persecution and 
then finally adjourned. The next congress 
will be held at Cologne. 

London", Nov. — The Socialist Demo- 
cratic Federation, through its committee on 
unemployed workingmen, will begin an 
anti-rent campaign. Waito, the socialist 
who organizes the demoustraions of tho un- 
employed, in the course of a speech said: 
"After to-day any man who pays a farthing 
in rent while his family does not have sulfi- 
oient food will be a our." He called upon 
his hearers to iniitato tho Irish and pay the 
landlords with blackthorns. An emergency 
committee, ho added, had been formed in 
every district to assist tenants who resist 
landlords. The speech was greeted with 
hearty applause.

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NUGGETS FROM THE NORTH. 



Next Season's Salmon Prospects -The 
Galo on the Skeena-Suvveyoi's 
ami Their Work. 



Molkie's Long Lost Ledge-Bouncl to 
• Have Jlis Potlach— Japanese 
as Shipbuilders. 



Tho steamer Danube, Captain Meyers 
commanding, returned yesterday morning 
at 5 o'clock from Northern British Colum- 
bia ports, completing a voyage of two 
weeks chiefly remarkable for its unpleasant- 
ness, tho head winds which blew from tho 
time of leaving Victoria until the line3 were 
again made fast at the Outer wharf being 
varied only by cold, sleet, rain and general 
sloppiahness. Coining down, the steamer 
had a full list of passengers and a heavy 
cargo of salmon— 11, 1S1 cases from the In- 
verness, and 11,101 from the Balmoral can- 
nery. I" addition thero was a large quan- 
tity of oil from the Skidegate oil works, 
and $10,000 in treasure. 

Of the Northern salmon pack of 1S92, 
nlniost all is now down. The Naas and tlie 
Skeena canneries are clear, and the few re- 
maining eases at Alert bay will bo picked 
up on the next trip. 

Wednesday, the Kith, saw the first snow- 
fall on the iSkeena, following a terrific 
storm of thunder and lightning, which corn- 
polled the Danube to cast anchor for the 
night. At the time the steamer left the 
white covering lay six inches deep on the 
frozen ground, the Indians accepting the 
early appearance of winter as a never-failing 
intimation of " hy ion salmon " next season. 

This, however, will not necessarily mean 
an increased pack, for it is already rumored 
that the combination of Oregon, Fraser 
River, Northern B. O. and Alaska cannera 
will insist on a curtailment of tho pack. 
The Alaska men havo even suggested the 
arrangement, so convinced are they now of 
its necessity for the preservation of the in- 
dustry. 

• last Friday's oale. 

Friday's gale, which counted the Ericsson 
among its victims, made its presence felt on 
the Skeena, as well as along the West coast 
of Vancouver Island. It gavo the Danube a 
playful tossing as she lay at anchor, and 
drove the Cariboo and Fly against theCIax- 
tou wharf with so much force that the rail 
of the steamer was eplintered and two or 
three fenders crushed into a new variety of 
rough lumber. Luckily the damages were 
very slight. A large boom of logs belong- 
ing to the Royal Canadian Packing Co. fared 
a trifle worse. The logs were scattered to 
the four points of the compass and the Min- 
nie had only just succeeded in rouudin 
them up when the Victoria boat left. No 
wrecks were occasioned and the BoseowitZ 
weathered the g'lle without a scratch. She 
was passed at Alert bay, and will probably 
be in to day, with a full cargo and all the 
passengers she can carry. 

EXPLORERS AND SURVEYORS, 

Surveyors formed a good proportion of 
the Danube's passengers, the most promin- 
ent party being that sent up by the Gov- 
ernment in the spring with Mr. A. L. Pou- 
drier in charge. The scene of their labors 
was tho country beyond Hazleton, and a 
portion of the work accomplished was tho 
construction of a first-cluss wagon road, 
twenty-five miles long, leading into Hazle- 
ton. 

Mr. Burnett and his party, who have 
been doing private surveying, took pas- 
sage at Fort Simpson ; they are 
well satisfied with their season's 
operations and with the country ex- 
plored. At Alert Bay still another 
party, Mr. Thompson's, boarded tho steamer, 
being the last surveyors of the season to 
leave the Northern country. 

oeokuk kenxy's luck. 

The m'ning contingent divided the hon- 
ors with the surveyors on the way down, 
numerically at least, ami many fine 
specimens were exhibited illustrating the 
season's success. 

No less conspicuous for its beauty than 
for its value was a nugget brought by 
Oecrge Kenny from Lone creek in Omineca 
district, which he discovered two years 
ago. He has worked it steadily all year, 
and the clean up justified his predictions as 
to the richness of the claim. 

" Peace River Dick," known to every 
old-timer of Cariboo or C'assiar, and who 
has not been in Victoria for several seasons, 
accompanied Kenny down, ai did also 
Duncan McDiarmid, still another of the 
veterans. He is giving up mining, and pro- 
poses to return to his old borne in the East, 
taking a farm and exchanging the pick .for 
the plow. 

molkie's lost ledoe. 

Another miner, whose short season, bow- 
ever, has not been so successful, is \V. If. 
Molkie of Baker City, Or., a prospector and 
expert of renown even in his own country. 
Thirty years ago bis brother, now dead, 
was a British Columbia miner. During 
many prospecting tours he visited the 
Queen Charlotte islands, and on one of 
them located a magnificent silver ledge. 

Shortage of supplies and the approach of 
winter forced him back to civilization and 
the illness which ended in his death pi 
vented his ever returning to his treasure 
find. The secret of its location was given 
to tho brother, who, about a month ago, 
left, Victoria to, if possible, find and locate 
tho mine. 

In tins he was unsuccessful, bad weather 
driving him home before he could reach the 
locality described by the departed brother. 
And so "Molkie's Inst ledge" must still 
bear its old name, although a second at- 
tempt to reucb it will bo made next year. 
THE I'OTJ.ACIl FEVER. 

Andrew Wright is the very matter-of- 
fact name claimed by yet another passenger, 
who, if he could write his autograph in 
bis native language, would find it principal- 
ly composed ot "h a" and hyphens. He is 
a riser Indian, whose heart yearned for the 
joys of a potlach — not a potlach at which 
he would be a guest, but a potlach all his 
own. 

.Llie desire to bid his friends come and 
partake of bis hospitality and share in his 
blankets grew stronger and stronger, and 
finally Andrew did make himtolf the hero 
of a potlach of modest dimensions. All the 
Indians in the district al tended, danced and 
said "great is Andrew Wright"— and won- 
dered where the money came from, for pot- 
laches are expensive. 

Andrew's father did not wonder with the 
rest, and believes that he bad a good reason 
for not being mystified, which good reason 
was subsequently explained by Andrew 
being arrested, charged with burglariously 
entering his parent's bouse and taking 
therefrom a sum of money. He was charged 
With robbery, and committed for trial. 
Government Agent J. Flewin brought him 
down sn that his case cab bo heard at the 
approaching assizes. 

BCILDINO ACTIVITY. 

Never have building operations been 
mo o active than they ate at prisent in the 



North. Tho Episcopalians, who them- 
selves form quite a little community at Fort 
Simpson, have resolved to have a place of 
worship of their own. The plans have been 
prepared, and construction will commence 
immediately, the new church possessing the 
distinction of being the pioneer Episco- 
palian church in the diatrios in which its 
spire will bo raised. 

Mr. R. Cunningham's now hotel, at Port 
Essington, is now being plastered, and will 
bo ready for tho reception of gue3ts early in 
the year. It is the largest . and best equipped 
hotel north of Nanaimo, and the residents 
are all rightly proud of it and of the energy 
that prompted its erection. 

The new oil works, also established by 
Mr. Cunningham at Refu'go bay, Poacher 
island, are ready for the machinery which 
is now being put in, and operations will 
commence in tho spring, a big season's busi- 
ness beiug anticipated. 

Cunningham & Sons are also contemplat- 
ing the establishment of a steam sawmill at 
Port Essington, which will find plenty of 
work to do and soon become one of tho im- 
portant industries of the North country. 
THE JAPANESE SETTLEMENT. 

The Japanese settlers who have located 
about eight miles from Fort Simpson are 
reported to be adapting themselves well to 
their new surroundings, and laying the 
foundation for a miniature Tokyo. Their 
houses aro of Japanese design, and their 
methods of fishing and farming essentially 
those of their native land. They have just 
laid the keel of an So-foot steamboat, de- 
signed by one of >their own number, and 
which is to bo ready for service in the 
spring. From stem to stern it will be Jap- 
anese, all but the machinery, which is to 
come from Victoria, and Jajunese will navi- 
gate it in the fishing and trading voyages 
which it is destined to make.

In addition to tho news above given the 
passengers down by the Danube ieport that 
tho new school at fort Simpson, conducted 
by Miss Hall, is doing a good work, and now 
has IS pupils in attendance. 

The first billiard table in tho north has 
just been imported and placed in position 
by Mr. Waller WiUiscroft, of the Fcrt 
Simpson hotel. It is the wonder and ad- 
miration of tho natives, and the pride and 
joy of the miners who arc wintering in the 
town. 

On Tuesday morning, tho 15th inst., a 
slight earthquake shock, scarcely more than 
a tremor, was felt by the residents of Inver- 
ness. It was felt for but a moment, and 
did no damage.

A HERESY CASE. 

It is said Unit misery loves company. If 
this is the case, Professor Briggs is being 
consoled. He lias company, and, if titles go 
for anything, very good company, indeed. 
Iicv. Henry Preserved Smith, Professor of 
Hebrew in the Lane Theological Seminary, 
a Presbyterian institution, is charged with 
heresy, resembling in many respects that of 
which Professor Briggs stands accused. 
Professor Smith, like Professor Briggs, be- 
lieves that there may be errors in the Bible. 
In a work which the former divine has pub- 
lished, ho criticises books of the Old Testa- 
ment very much as he would criticise any 
work of profane history. In a pamphlet 
entitled " Biblical Scholarship and Inspira- 
tions," he questions tho accuracy of state- 
ments made in some of tho books of the Old 
Testament. The following passage from tho 
work will give tho reader an idea of the 
way in which he writes of tho Scriptures : 

For our present inquiry, we are interested 
in the two forms of the history of Israel, .is 
presented on the one side in the Bonks of 
.Samuel and Kings and on the other in the 
Books of Chronicles. The study of these 
books shows the method of the authors 
with a definiteness which leaves nothing to 
be desired. We see that the chronicler had 
before him our Book of Kings as one of his 
sources. He takes from it what suits his 
purpose. What he takes he generally 
transfers without material change. He 
omitB a gooil deal which does not answer 
his purpose and he inserts a good deal from 
other sources. 

From this, it is quite evident that the 
Rov. Mr. Smith's ideas of the inspiration of 
the Scriptures are very different from thoso 
entertained by Presbyterian clergymen gen- 
erally. His book, therefore, did uot escape 
the notice of the members of his Presbytery, 
and he has been called upon to answer a 
charge of heresy, or rather three charges, to 
the second of which are attached no fuwer 
than eleven specifications. These specifica- 
tions give the reader a pretty fair idea of 
the nature and the extent of the Rev. Pre- 
served Smith's heresies. Por instance, 
the sixth specification says : "He teaches 
that the historical unreliability of the in- 
spired author of the Chronicles extended to 
other inspired writers of the Old Testa- 
ment." The ninth declares that "He 
teaches that the assertions made by the in- 
spired author of the Psalms are not to be re- 
lied upon as absolutely true." In the 
eleventh it is affirmed "He specific illy af- 
firms the impossibility of tho Old Testa- 
ment Scriptures being free from all error, 
whether of doctrine, fact or pneept." 

It can easily be understood how greatly 
the teachings of this Presbyterian Professor 
must have shocked both the ministers and 
lay members of tho church to which he be- 
longs, who have been taught to reverence 
the Scriptures and to believe that every sen- 
tence and indeed every word in them is 
divinely inspired. Professor Smith 
iu answering the charges brought against 
him states his belief that some of 
the jurors of his caso have already made up 
their minds, and he do.la'is tint " the C( m- 
mittee on Erroneous Teaching has pub- 
lished its virtual condemnation of me with- 
out rebuke." It is hard to understand how 
1 iu could expect anything else. Men gen- 
erally, whether they aro ministers or lay- 



men, cannot bo expected to judga an of- 
fender coolly and dispassionately who has 
deliberately attacked what thoy. have 
always considered sacred, and who has 
thrown doubts upon what they have from 
their earliest years been taught to regard 
as absolutely and beyond all quostion true. 
When a professed iufidel does this, they are 
apt to attribute it to tho depravity of his 
nature and to bis wicked pride of intellect 
and attainment, but when it is done by a 
minister of religion and a teacher of youths 
intended for the ministry, their horror can 
easily be imagined. 

We find it difficult to understand how 
men like Professor Preserved Smith and 
Professoi Briggs desire to remain in tho 
Presbyterian Church. There can be no 
doubt that tho Standards of that church 
teach the doctrino of the inspiration of the 
Scriptures in the simsethtit the great major- 
ity of Presbyterians understand " inspira- 
tion," and as it has been understood by the 
divines of that church for centuries. When 
they come to hold views differing from those 
of Presbyterians, past and present, on so 
vital a doctrine as the inspiration and tho 
inerrancy of Scripture, why do they not 
leave the Presbyterian Church ? When men 
aro compelled to weave Line-spun arguments 
to show that a difference is not a disagree- 
ment, and that a contradiction is not a de- 
nial, there is room to doubt their honesty. 

NOT ARBITRARY. 

Wo were, wo see, right in presuming 
that the British Government would not pro- 
hibit the importation of Canadian cattle 
without inquiry and without obtaining 
what was, in the opinion of tho authorities, 
proof that pleuro-pneumouia existed among 
then,. Wo believed that a fair and ex 
baustive inquiry would be made before de- 
cisive action was taken. Wo find that the 
conclusions we arrived at wero accurate 

Tho London correspondent of the Toronto 
Globe, writing on the 5th inst., Baid : 

I have high authority for stating that 
throughout the whole business th« officials 
of the Board of Agriculture have shown tho 
utmost desire to meet Canadian views, con- 
sider Canadian interests, and to act with 
great circumspection. No step has been 
taken hastily, and tho feeling manifested 
goes a long way to warrant the hope that, 
with a clean bill of health, Canada may pos- 
sibly soon regain tho privileges which have 
unfortunately been forfeited. 

Mr. Gardner, president of tho Board of 
Agriculture, gave the most careful attention 
to the matter, and it is evident that, under 
tho circuiimtunces, it was hardly possible 
for him to act otherwise than ho did. His 
speech in reply to the very influential depu- 
tation which waited upon him contained 
tiie following passages : 

At the present time and under the present 
circumstances our duty ia clear. We regret 
to Bay that no other course was open to us. 
I wish to refer to certain criticisms which 
have been put forward that the Board have 
been most supine in regard to this Canadian 
outbreak, and that we ought to have with- 
drawn the privilege from Canada long ago. 
Well, now, in the lirst place, I hope it ia 
uot necessary for me to assure tho deputa- 
tion that this matter has been constantly 
and anxiously engaging the energies of the 
Board since the tirat rumors on the subject 
reached our ears. . . . Indeed it 
would bo impossible for the Board 
of Agriculture to cancel Jtho privileges' Can- 
ada has enjoyed for so many years without 
tho most complete and exhaustive investiga- 
tion. In consideration of the importance of 
the matter, I felt it my duty to take my 
colleagues into consultation and, also, to 
ascertain on the highest authority our legal 
position. No undue or unnecessary delay 
lias taken place in regard to the matter, and 
I am anxious to assure thoso whose interests 
aro affected by tho restrictions, that we have 
not arrived at this conclusion without the 
most careful consideration which it was pos- 
sible for the board to make. I regret the 
decision we were forced to come to, but it 
was tho paramount duty which we had to 
fulfil. 

Canadians may take it for granted that 
the exclusion of cattle from the ports of the 
United Kingdom was not hastily or unad- 
visedly done, or was not the effect of pies- 
sure brought to bear on the Government by 
the cattle dealers. Iu fact, we gather from 
the Times that the pressure was the other 
way. The Scotch dealers wore exceedingly 
partial to Canadian cattle. They im- 
ported what are called "stock" cattle 
from Canada, took them to differ- 
ent parts of the country, fattened 
them, and when the market suited sold 
them. Under thu new regulations the cat- 
tle, if taken across the Atlantic alive, must 
be fattened on this side of the water and 
killed, whether they are in good condition 
Or not, before thoy aro taken from tho 
wharf. The Scotch dealers, under the 
changed arrangement, will lose tho profit 
they nude by keeping the eattlo, and this 
prospect was not pleasing to them. Thr? 
Times approves of the action of the Govern- 
ment, and so do the other London papers, 
of both parties. They do not stop to in- 
quire whether ot not t he pleuro pneumonia is 
in Canada. It is sufficient for them that 
Canadian oatt'o, after having been landed in 
Scotland, were found to be atricken with 
the disease. The diseased cattle came from 
Canada in Canadian ships, and tho conclu- 
sion promptly arrived at was that it was 
not Bafe to allow cattle to bo taken into tho 
country that wero shipped at Canadian 
porta and brought over in Canadian vessels. 

It was said that tho disease for which 
Canadian cattle wero condemned was not 
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pleuro-pneumonia at all, but a disease which 
greatly resembles it but is uot 
contagious. This ia not likely. 
Tho veterinary surgeons in tho employ 
of the British Government aro neither ig- 
norant nor dishonest. -They, no doubt, 
know the disease when they see it and they 
are not such scoundrels as eolemuly to declare 
that tho animals had pleuro-pneumonia, 
when they knew that they were not affected 
with that terrible disease. It ia by uo 
means certain that tho exclusion will be an 
unqualified misfortune to Canada. Fatten- 
ing tho eattlo at home haa many advuutngea 
aud these may moro than compensate the 
dealers and farmers for the loss of the privi- 
lege of landing them in Grout Britain. 

THE HOMESTEAD TROUBLE. 

The latest news informs us that tho Home- 
stead strike has been declared off. Tho striko 
has been a most remarkable one. Both em- 
ployers and workmen have shown extraordi- 
nary determination. Tho violence which 
distinguished and disgraced this strike haa 
been productive of nothing but evil. It did 
not hasten a settlement by a single hour, 
and it had the effect of showing that tho 
men in the United States who take up arms 
to resist the execution of tho law aro guilty 
of treason. This ia the decision of the 
Chiof Justico of Pennsylvania, and it has 
not been shown to bo unsound. 

The Homestead strike has been pro- 
ductive of much loss and great and long- 
continued suffering. Tho loss has not 
been all on the side of tho employers; tho 
workmen during tho last five months have 
lost an immense sum in wages but it ia to 
be hoped that many of them havo profitted 
by the experience, bitter though it be, 
which they have gained in the struggle. 
The Carnegies can stand tho loaa. Tho mem- 
bers of tho linn may havebeenfora timoanx- 
ious, und they may have regretted the losses 
they have sustained, but not ono of them 
nor not a member of their families haa 
suffered any deprivation from this long-con- 
tinued strike. Can this be said of the 
strikers and their wives and children V 
Much of the suffering haa come upon per- 
aons who were not responsible for the striko 
or for the evils that uttended it. Wo are 
surprised that the consideration of all that 
a strike means to women who have uo hand 
iu it and to innocent children does not keep 
men from resorting to that means of redress 
until every other way of settling a disputo 
has been tried and failed. It seems that at 
Homestead, as iu a hundred other places, 
thu well-disposed wero induced to go much 
further than they intended and that they 
thought right, by the arguments and taunts 
and gibes uf turbulent and designing men 
who had little to lose and perhaps some- 
thing to gun by aggravating the disagree- 
ment and prolonging tho dispute. The 
Oregonian, in an article on "The Knd of 
the Strike," says : 

With the dupes of this movement, and 
the honest toilers who wero borne out by 
the strength of tho current, fair-minded 
people have the most unbounded sympathy 
and would be glad to see every man of them 
returned to work at his old wagea, or such 
increase thereof as he may be able to secure. 
But for the agitators the official busybodies 
who are campfollowera of labor and con- 
stantly bend their energies to the task of 
blowing a coal between the employer and 
employe, thers is neither sympathy nor 
excuse. 

Tho mischief-maker's mission is a hateful 
one in all circumstances, but the work of men 
who causelessly stir upstrife between employ ■ 
ors and those who work for them seems to us 
to be evil in a peculiar sense. They are mis- 
sionaries of strife, and sorrow and suffering 
are certain to follow their success. We 
speak now of the evils they bring upon their 
own class and those whose cause they 
espouse with such zeal. Who, we ask, has 
been benefited by this Homestoad strike ? 
To whom has tho striko at tho Broken Hill 
mines done good '.' Tho striko at Buffalo, a 
short time ago, was productive of nothing 
but evil, and the great Durham strike did 
not do u pin's worth of good to the men who 
expected that it would nuke their condition 
better. Vet all these strikea caused grief 
to thousands and deprivation to other thous- 
ands who depend upon the wage-earners for 
comfort aud sustenance. It seems to us 
that nothing has been gained by strikes 
that could uot have been gained by means 
that would not derange industry or cause 
Biilfering to the innocent and tho helpless. 
Wo aro not surprised that strikes aro disap- 
proved by some of the most intelligent and 
tho most active friends of the workingman.

Tin-: M.woit explained that according to 
the by-law the commissioners had no power 
to incur any responsibility beyond the 
amount placed »t their disposal.

After a good deal of discussion pro and 
con., the motion passed unanimously. 

Ald. Hcnteb. moved that other things be- 
ing equal, married men be given the prefer- 
ence of employment on city work. 

Ald. Baker did not oppose the motion, 
but pointed out that thero were very many 
young men brought up in the city who cer- 
tainly had a prior claim on city work to 
strangers who came into the city with their 
families. There were many young men 
who had spent their lives in this city who 
had mothers and sisters to provido for, al- 
though not wives, and these men ought to 
have some advantage over strangers. 

Ald. STYLES explained that citizens al- 
ways got the preference to strangers and 
married men to those who are single. 

Ald. BltA.au did aot think such a resolu- 
tion needed, as the principle was one which 
was generally adopted. 

Ald. HnNTEB explained thot the resident 
of Victoria ought to get ihe preference ev- 
ery turn. 

ALB, Monk thought it was going a little 
too fur to legislate against single men. Ho 
thought it would be just as well to leave 
the matter to common consent. A young 
man who wus single should not be handi- 
capped in the race of life, simply because 
hi was not married. 

Tile Mayor explained that thore was a 
book in the engineer's ollice in which men 
setking employment entered their names. 
Married men got the preference. 
The motion ultimately carried. 
Ald. Bai UK moved that the old Esqui- 
malt road be graded, sidewalked and ma- 
cadamized as far as the Songhees reserve. 

Ald. HuKTER pointed out that as the 
railway crossed that part of the road, it 
would bj dangerous to have it graded and 
a crossing made thore. 

Ald. Baker explained that the people of 
the district wanted tho work done, and 
W2re willing to pay for it. 
The motion carried. 

The Finance committee secured tho ap 
proval of tho Council for the payment of 
$344.51. also for SStiS.r.y for salaries and 
supplied. For the maintenance of city in 
stitutions a sum of $30.

The recommendation nus approved of, as 
was ulso one for the admission of David 
Mills, at the cost of the Provincial Govern- 
ment, 

The Council adjourned at 1 1 :15 p. m.

FROM CHINA AND JAPAN. 

Tha Thermopylae Narrowly Eseapes 
a Typhoon-rlmpiigration of Jap- 
anese Girls to America. 



Victoria Sealers Come Home—The 
Latest From the Yokohama 
Daily Press. 



The Curmauah Point wire, which had 
been in dillioulty somowhere between 
Otter Point) and Jordan Kivcr since Friday's 
gale, proved faithful yesterday morning 
long enough to report that the Empress of 
China, inward bound, passed the Capo 
shortly after 4 o'clock. This would 
briug her off Victoria just about o'clock, 
and when that hour arrived tho big, white 
liner was at anchor. 

She had had a pleasant run across, 
no typhoons or sou'westcrs disturbing the 
serenity of the trip. The former continue 
to scatter destruction along tho Chinese 
coast, the A r ictoria bark Thermopyhr just 
misting one, very fortunately, by putting 
into Hongkong, which port she left the 
day the Empress sailed, the Llth inst. The 
Bokhara was lost in another, and the 
Gretna, hound from Cardiff to Hongkong, 
in a third, on October 25. Captain Max- 
well and the crew of tho Gretna were 
picked up near Rifleman • Shoal, by the 
Sakata-marn and taken to Saigon. 

Of the passengers by the Empress the 
most conspicuous, though far from the 
most distinguished, were a party of Jap- 
anese girls, 30 in all, who are to be 
distributed among Chicago, Portland, 
Seattle and Port Townsend. Some of them 
cannot be over 1G or 17 years of age and 
are remarkably pretty, while the eldest of 
the little company is still in her twenties. 

Among tho passengers on the Empress it 
was commonly understood that the entire 
"consignment" were destined to till houses of 
immorality in the American cities, and 
when a male Japanese who seemed to act as 
manager or guide was questioned, ho 
promptly replied that tho girls "would be 
all right," and admitted that the reports 
were not farastruy. 

Asked as to how tho laws of Japan, eo 
strict where the exportation of women is 
concerned, were evaded, the Japanese hav- 
ing any knowledge of English smiled as 
with one accord. 

"Married women can go anywhere," one 
of them volunteered, "they 

JUST (!KT MARRIED 

and then come away." Of course the "hus- 
bands" are left in Japan. 

Pour Victoria sealers, who left here early 
in the season on the Carmolite, formed an- 
other interesting party. They had, taken 
the steamer at Hongkong, by instruction of 
the British Consul, and were very glad to 
reach homo again. A fifth companion, 
David Ait, by choice remained in China. 
The new arrivals were Joseph Sears, Thomas 
Dareey, Thomas Wilson and William Burns. 

The first question was for their compan- 
ions, the next for the Maggie Mac. On the 
other side of the water as well as this, the 
missing sailors have friends who are anx- 
iously watching for them. Sears and his 
companions express confidence that the Car- 
molite, at least, will he returned to the 
owners. It is the generally expressed opin- 
ion in Japan that all the captured fleet will 
be restored. 

Tho !'/m press' saloon passengers were forty 
iu number, and only a few left the ship here. 
Among those who did were Miss Brooks, 
Mr. and Mrs. 1). Galbraith, the former a 
prosperous lawyer of Erie, Pa.; Mr. L. Mill- 
ward, Mr. Nonchere, Miss Seidmore, the 
Washington writer who was here some 
mouths ago ; Mr. Henry D. Pierce, an In- 
dianapolis barrister, who has also hud some 
acquaintance with journalism, and Mr. A. 
J. Souza, a prominent Portuguese resident 
of Kobe, now on his way to New York. 

Passing on to Vancouver, were Mr. 
Adams, Mr. Codman, Mr. Crisp, Mr. and 
Mrs. J. Douglass, Mr. A. M. A. Evans, 
Pratt von Fallot, sons and daughters, 
Mrs. Gisman, Mr. 0. Harvey, Mr. F. E. 
Hughes, Mr. Higiubotham, Mr. Leap, 
Mr. B. K. Miller, jr., Mr. Moffatt, 
Rev. Mr. and Mrs. MoAlpino and children, 
Mr. J. Newcome, Mrs. Daroy Paul, Mrs. 
Randolph, Miss Riley, Mr. Richardson, Mr. 
Sirgent, Mr. Taft, Mr. P. N. Thompson, 
Mr. O. Turner and Mr. W. W. Rockhill. 

The last mentioned gentleman is well 
known the world over as 

A TRAVELLER WHOM NOTHING DAUNTS. 
He has just completed an extended journey 
on horseback anil on foot through China and 
India, in the interest of the Royal Geo- 
graphical society and of sport. He is now 
on his way home, well satisfied. 

In the second saloon were Mrs. Bond and 
family, Mr. Fukata, Mr. M. Jaspersen, Mr. 
Mich leloffski, and Mr. Tomita. There were 
about two hundred and twenty-live Chinese, 
fifty of whom, one of them th« widow of the 
deceased Mee Wah, disembarked here. The 
cargo was chiefly composed of tea. 

The reigning sensation in Japan, accord- 
ing to the tiles of the Mail and Advertiser 
received, is known as the "Barrister's Ex- 
amination Scandal." A number of examina- 
tion papers, it has been proved, were sold 
by those to whom they were entrusted, can- 
didates for the bar being the purchasers. A 
prosecution was taken in the courts, a con- 
viction secured, and the wrong-doers severe- 
ly punished. 

Tho court of inquiry held in the matter 
of the 

LOSS OF Tin; BOKHARA 
at Hongkong concluded their labors on the 
twenty-second of October, tho pith of their 
conclusions being contained in ihe following 
extracts from thtir finding, a very compre- 
hensive document i reparcd by R. Murray 
Rumsey, retired commander R. X. , presi- 
dent of the court, and assented to by his 
associates, J. II. Woolwurd, staff-command- 
er R.N.; A. 10. W. Hodghis, master 
steamer Thai OS ; John R. Hill, master 
steamer Batavia, and Hugh Craig, master 
steamer Mcnmuir : 

" Upon the evidenco the court has formed 
the following opinion : That the hiss of 
the ship is to bo attributed to her being 
drawn over to the eastern side of the For- 
mosa channel either through 'head-reach- 
ing ' while ' lying-to ' or through a current 
setting more southerly than was expected 
and calculated for, or possibly to both of 
these causes, that the captain was zealous 
and unremitting in his attention to his du- 
ties. The ship was not run too long and 
the precaution of lying-to was taken in 
good time. But we cannot help thinking 
that he committed an error of judgment in 
too readily concluding afterwards that the 

ship was drifting on a safe course. 

"The Court desires particularly to bring 
to notice the humane conduct of the people 
among whom the survivors were cast, the 
fishermen who took them off Sand Island, 
tho native priest at Pehoe who relieved their 
immediate wants, and the Mandarin at 
PongllOU, who, it appears, treated them 
with tho greatest kindness and hospital- 
ity."

fdadness Dr. Lowson, formerly of tho Abys-

fcro surviving passengers. The Bokhara, 
when she left Shanghai, besides a valuable 
cargo of silk and general merchandise, bud 
on bourd treasure to the amount of UK. 
Taela 36,309 for Hongkong, 19,710 for Bom- 
bay, and gold bars to tho value of HK. 
Tuela 125,458 for London. 

FROM Tin: NATIVE PRESS, 

Tho Choya Shimbuu advocates the open- 
ing of a special national exhibition in Tokyo 
next year. The idea is to attract European 
visitors to the Columbian Exposition of Chi- 
cago. Tho Shimbun calculates from past 
experience that a national exhibition does 
not require more than -450,000 yen in all, 
and that more than 80,000 yen would be 
realized by the sale of tickets and of the 
temporary buildings, so that the net outlay 
would not exceed .'170, 000 yen. 

A movement is on foot for the aboljtion 
of tho legal prohibition of gambling. The 
agitation is confined to professional gamblers 
and to a section of the soshi class. It is 
now rumored that tho Kokumin Kyokaihas 
consented to bring the matter up for dis- 
cussion in the coming session of the Diet. 
" For our own part," says the Mail, "we 
do not believe in the accuracy of this 
rumor ; but tho Yomiuri Shimbun is ovi 
dently disposed to think otherwise." 

Dysentery is epidemic in tho central 
districts of Japan, and rinderpest is working 
terrible havoc among tlie cattle iu many 
parts of tho empire. 

AN OUTSIDE OPINION, 

"Among tho passengers by the City of 
Peking wo note tho name of Capt. do 
Lovron. This is, we believe, the redoubt- 
able commander of the Zabiaka, tho Rus- 
sian cruiser into the bunds of which so 
many misguided scalers have fallen. In all 
probability Capt. de Levron has been called 
home to afford the Russian Government 
tome information with reference to recent 
occurrences in Behring's Sea. Apropos the 
captain of the Zabiaka, it is amusing to 
read that a Victorian sealing skipper 
' thinks ile Levron not at nil a bad fellow if 
you take him the right way.' A month or 
two ago some trustworthy bints as to the 
best method of taking tho Russian com- 
mander, would have been highly acceptable 
to some musters of schooners. Most of 
those who had to do with him thought him 
a very nauseous dose indeed. "—Japan 
Advertiser.

Lately advertisements were placarded on 
telegraph posts iu Vokohama to the effect 
that all the beggars in the town were re- 
quested to call at the branch office of the 
Seiriclulj, 43, Hasakicho, Sunchome, Yoko- 
hama. At first sight such an announce- 
ment looks somewhat strange, but further 
inquiry shows that an excellent project is 
on foot. Messr?. Nagaoka iKeizaburo, 
Vebilmra Boku, and Yamaguobi Yukimit.su 
have established a club at Hachioji for the 
purpose of collecting all tho indigent per- 
sons in the empire, and providing for them 
some appropriate occupations. The pro- 
moters intend to separate the applicants 
into three lot3. The first, over 00 years of 
ago ; tho second, under 15 years of age ; 
and the third, deformed. The young per- 
sons belonging to the second category arc 
to lie bent to Hokkaido, where they will 
settle, while houses will he provided for the 
others, and occupations found at which 
they may be able to work. A 
branch office lias been established iu 
Yokohama, and already a sum of over a 
thousand yen is available. It is stated that 
thero are over 500 beggars in Yokohama 
alone. After the posting of advertisements 
as described above, the police authorities of 
Yokohama took steps to investigute Ihe 
matter, and finding that the details of the 
scheme were not satisfactory, the projectors 
were ordered to suspend further proceed- 
ings until their system could be placed on 
a soundtr footing. They are said to bo 
very indignant about this interference, 
Their object being to succor the unfortu- 
nate, anil to put un end, as far as possible, 
to the public scandal of begging, they do 
not see why any official obstacles should be 
placed iu their path, ami they have accord- 
ingly sent a deputation to wait upon the 
Governor of Kanagawa and submit to him 
a statement of their grievance. Doubtless 
their purpose is excellent, but when pri- 
vate associations undertake to assume 
charge of the live.) of their fellow-nationals, 
it is the unquestionable duty of the authori- 
ties to tee tiiat satisfactory and trustworthy 
measures arc adopted. — Mail.

A BY-LAW. 

Respecting the expenditure of the Munici- 
pal Revenue for tho year 1802, 

WHEREAS it Is expedient to provide addi- 
tional nuns of money to meet tho requirements 
of the service for tho year 18!)'?. Therefore the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria by tho 
Council thoreof, enacts as follows :— 

Section 1. In addition to the amounts auth- 
orized by Votes 15, 17, 21, 23, 25. 33, 40 and 11 
of tho Estimates By-law, 1852, and Supple- 
mentary Kstimates Bylaw. 1832, It shall be law- 
ful to pay out of Corporate funds such sums of 
money not however exceeding additionally in 
the aggregate for each service tho sums men- 
tioned as to be voted per statements B. C. G. H. 
In tho Schedule A, of this By-law, as maybe 
authorized from time to time by resolution of 
tho Council of the Corporation, as are sot forth 
in requisitions and for which warrants havo 
been authorized by the Council to bo issued : 
Provided that before making the payment tho 
Auditor has marked his initials against tho 
total amount of tiio Voucher to certify to its 
correctness. 

Section 2. The officer, styled tho Auditor, re- 
ferred to in this By-law shall mean and include 
any person acting In that capacity by the auth- 
ority of the Municipal Council far the time 
being.

And Whereas in pursuanco of the said 
resolution a by-law entitled " Tho Broad Street 
Extension Bylaw" has boon passed by tho 
Council of tho said Corporation authorizing the 
same ; 

And Wiikukah Mich prolongation of said 
street is a local improvement ; 

Anu Whereas under and by virtue of the 
Municipal Act, 1832, tho Council of the said 
Corporation have duly passed tho said "Local 
Improvement Bylaw, 1892," being a by-law to 
provide for the assessment of real property 
benefited by local Improvements ; 

And Whereas in pursuanco of Sections I 
nndSof the said "Local Improvement By-law, 
1832," tho City Engineer and Assessor have 
made their report as thereby required, which 
report has been submitted to and luui been ap- 
proved and adopted by the said Council ;

Of tho Bankburn Case as Put by an 
American Official— The Lost 
Ericsson. 



Cant. O'Brien Held Responsible for the 
Wreck of the Wetmove— To 
Survey the Planter. 



Regarding the case of the British ship 
Bankburn, which was Libelled at Port 
Townsend while clearing lumber from Port 
Blakeley for Melbourne, Vice-Consul 
Elocker says : 

" The vessel was libelled by J. Simpson, 
seaman, on a claim of wagea due, amounting 
to SI 50. The vessel's reloase by the United 
States court at Seattle was perfectly regu- 
lar, us the owners put up bouds for twice 
that sum. The other sailors now at Vic- 
toria, who claim that tho vessel slipped 
away without giving them a chance to eil- 
lcct the money, have no ono but themselves 
to hlamo for not settling up. I offered to 
pay the round trip fare of tho men to come 
over and amicably arrange a settlement, but 
they refused. As tho only libel tiled was 
taken oil by bonds, there were no further 
grounds to hold the ship, so she was al- 
lowed to proceed to sea. Any insinuation 
that tho proceedings were wrong is mali- 
cious and uncalled for. When tho bark 
arrived six weeks ago in the Royal roads, 
tho crew refused duty, and as soon as Vic- 
toria was reached they were arrested, tried, 
and ordered imprisoned sixty days, hut 
Were afterwards released. During their 
term of incarceration the vessel, received a 
charter, and proceeded to Port Blakeley to 
load. This is the time that the libel pro- 
ceedings were begun, but the libel was not 
filed on the vessel until her arrival here 
loaded, with a full crew, and ready to clear 
for her destination.'' 

Ills LICENSE REVOKED, 

The Seattle board of local inspectors his 
rendered a decision holding Opt. .John A. 
O'Brien guilty of negligence in stranding 
the whalebaok Charles B. YYetmore on the 
night of September S, off Coos Bay, and has 
revoked his license. Following is the text 
of the board's decision : "It is apparent 
that Capt. O'Brien's observations were not 
correct ; neither was his position by dead 
reckoning correct. It is evident that if the 
courses given by compass were steered, 
they were not made, and we have no doubt 
that a close observer and careful navigator 
would havo noticed the change in tho water 
and the character of tho swell in time to 
have changed the ship's courso and taken 
her out of danger. We think there is no 
reasonable excuse for running a steamer 
ashore on this coast in fair weather, oven 
though it bo fogey. Granting that there 
was a strong easterly current, and eight or 
ton degrees westerly deviation, had the 
ship been carefully navigated she would not, 
in our opinion, have stranded. When in 
doubt, tho deep sea lead should bo tl.o 
guide, together with a close ani careful 
watch of the sea and the color of the water. 
Had the ship's course been changed to south 
by west, parallel with the land, for a few 
hours, she would have cleared the cape all 
right. Therefore we find that the stranding 
of tho steamship Charles E. Wetmoro was 
due to negligence on t lie part of Capt. John 
A. O'Brien, as cited above. For said negli- 
gence in tho management of his vessel, wo 
have this day revoked his license." 

THE planter's TOEDICAMENT. 

The deck load of the barkentino Planter, 
now in James bay, was again attacked yes- 
terday by tho crew and a large staff of 
supernumeraries. The timber is being dump- 
ed on l'revost's wharf, and it is expected 
that as soon as the deck load is removed 
and the hold pumped out some estimate can 
be made as to the extent of tho damage 
done. As soon as this is ascertained the 
captain will decide whether or not he will 
complete his work here or Boat over to tiie 
other side, It will, however, be several 
days before this information can be ascer- 
tained. 

THE FLAGSHIP AFLOAT. 
H.M.S. Wurspite was lot out of tiie dry 
douk yesterday morning about 10:30, and 
is now auchored in E.-rjuimalt harbor with 
such repairs made that she can with safety 
proceed to England. The dry dock will 
have to be kept idle for a few days while a 
number of blocks, etc., which were injured, 
are replaced. The indications are that the 
dock will have a busy winter, there being 
no less than six steamers waiting. 

MARINE NOTES. 

The steamship City of Topeka reached 
Seattle from San Francisco yesterday morn- 
ing on her way to Alaska. She was to have 
met the Al Ki from the North at Port 
Townsend last evening, where the captains 
and crews were to exchange, the Topeka 
afterwards proceeding to Alaska and the 
Al Ki to San Francisco t'> lie laid up for tho 
winter. Tho 'J opeku h s been fitted to oc- 
cupy tho Alaska route alone during the 
winter, making two trips a in nth, and con- 
necting with the Sound instead til going to 
Portland. 

The Ericsson was reported yesterday as a 
hopeless wreck, and a tug went out to take 
off the crew and any property which could 
be saved. Monday night's storm did not 
hotter her already dangerous condition. 
The captain and crew are expected back 
to-day. 

The Shanghai agents of the Howard D. 
Troop, of whoso loss there was a tumor a 
little while ago, have received a letter from 
the captain, announcing the vessel's sufe 
arrival at Manila.

MON ET All Y COOTE R ENCJE . 

Proceedings Begun Without Formality— Many 
DIstliigrnlBhea Men Present— The 
Nations Represented. 

BnUSSELS,Nov. 22.— No formality attend- 
ed the opening of the International Monet- 
ary conference, although it is reported us 
one of tho most important international con- 
ventions of recent years. The largo audience 
chamber of tho department has been de- 
volved to tho put poses of the gathering, and 
tho delegates, who arrived in twos and 
threes, weie introduced to one another. 

The nations represented were Great Bri- 
tain, France, Germany, Italy, Austria- 
Hungaiy, Denmark, Belgium, the Nether- 
lands, Greece, Roumauiu, Portugal, Spain, 
Russia, Sweden, Switzerland, Norway and 
tho Utdted States. The delegates from 
Canada had not put in an appearance, The 
Herman delegation was a distinguished one, 
comprising Count von Alvanslobon, the 
German Minister to Belgium : Dr. von 
Glaseuap, chief of the Imperial Treasury de- 
partment, and Here Hertung, director of 
the Reishbank. Belgium was represented 
hy Superintendent Saintlette, of the Na- 
tional Mint, M. Montefiore Levy, ono of the 
leading bankers of the country, and M. Al- 
lard, onu of tho directors of the mint. The 
Italian delegation was headed by Doniinico 
Zeppa. The French delegates were M. Tir- 
ard, ex-minister of finance; M. Lirondai- 
rollc, director of the mint, ami M. Fovillie, 
an ollicial of the French ministry. 

The delegates were welcomed by M. Beer- 
maert, primo minister and ministor of 
finance, who, having performed the duty, 
excused himself from further attendance for 
tho time being, on account of pressing busi- 
ness in the Chamber of Deputies. Delegate 
Cannon of the United States was made tem- 
porary chairman, pending a formal organ- 
ization. It was announced by tho B. itish 
delegates that in accordance with instruc- 
tions from Sir William Vernon Harcourt, 
chancellor of the exohequor, they would re- 
gard tho conference as a purely deliberative 
body, and would be without the power to 
commit their government to any position 
that tho majority might desire to take. 
The American delegates were then invited 
to state tho proposals they desired sub- 
mitted for discussion, and a committee was 
appointed to prepare a delinite plan of pro- 
cedure.

That great nortkdand, of which so tittle 
i'j known, s-eems destined yet to become a 
well populated district, where stock-raising 
and general funning will predominate, and 
where the product of the soil will begtown 
in abundance to supply tho ever-LnoMaaing 
market of ths upper country. 

Those who ivenc interested last year in 
the reports of tti2 Government exploring 
parties which went up tho Skcena and 
looked over thecich valleys, will ho still 
more interested this year in the reports 
which will oe forthcoming of the woik done 
during the summer season. The chief party 
out on this work was that in charge of Mr. 
A. L. Poudrier, of the Lands and Works 
department, Ee left here in M iy lust with 
some nine men, to work for six months or 
more, bo long as weather would permit, in 
making nil accurate survey of the 
country explored lust year. Tho opera- 
tions were confined to one section, which 
is known aa tho Berkley valley, und now 
that the season's work has been completed 
it is gratifying to know that the result is 
more satisfactory than even the most san- 
guine had hoped for. 

Mr. Poudrier returned on the Danube, 
yesterday morning, and has not made Ins 
icport to the Chief Commissioner, bo that, 
in the meantime, it is impossible to pet full 
particulars of the survey. It is learned, 
however, thud ' he summer's work was con- 
fined to the valley above mentioned. It is 
a rich, fertile plain, well wooded and well 
sheltered, offering every inducement to set- 
tlers who are desirous of going in for cattle 
raising and ntised farming. There is room 
for a large oclony. One hundred to two 
hundred families would he able to get ^ood 
homesteads, and would find the advantages 
of the location to be very much in their 
favor. The ec.il is excellent, the lim- 
ber is saiil to lie heavy enough for 
all purposes ' und in some places 
there are tracts o f prairie laud which need 
only the plow acd the harrow to transform 
it into ti crop growing country, 

The chief drawback up to tho present 
time lias been tti3 lack of communication 
facilities. The Skeeua, up to the mouth of 
the. valley, hus l<een scaicely navigable at 
low water; but with the aid of the Domin- 
ion Government a channel is being dredged 
so that there will t;e sufficient water com- 
munication, which means cheap transport 
and freight rates beth going in and coming 
out. Part of the summer's work was the 
pening up of ,'tl) miles of a trail, so that the 
■iie3t of the land is accessible for purposes of 
immigration, and those who go in can make 
no mistake. 

So soon as the official report, with tho ac- 
companying plans of the survey, are prepar- 
ed, it is expected there will bo an influx of 
settlers. There will be no question ubout 
finding an easy market within reasonable 
distance for all produce and products, for 
the.ooust demand of itbclf will ho sufficient 
to take all that can he grown liy u good 
many settlers, while, should it be necessary 
to reach out further, the cities on the Main- 
land and .Island are easily acces- 
sible. Tho prospects for this section of the 
country arc encouraging, and need no other 
" bolstering" than to have tho whole truth 
told about the district, its climate, its soil 
and resources. 



Mr. E, C. Carpenter bus returned from 
tho inland country, and anybody who hus 
tho Blighteot doubt in his mind us to the 
immense wealth of the mineral resources of 
British Columbia has but to look over the 
latest samples brought down by him aud 
now ou exhibition in the Colonist block. 
A great deal has hcon said, and is being 
said, aa to the "lottery " of mining in this 
province, but this idea of chance is grndu-ji. 
ly diaappoaring. Thero is immense Dlijieral 
wealth in the country, and only tho' je who 
are prejudiced or ignorant can deny the 
fact after seeing the latest Bftmpl'es. 

People outside the mitring region are 
often inclined to think that if there ho 
such mineral wealth in tku country, and 
the fact could ho established, there would 
bo no lack of capital to develop it. Such 
people ask, " WliAt of all this bonded pro- 
perty of which wo Eieiirl Why not do 
some development work and not always be 
prospecting 1 " 

The answer is that the bonding of pro- 
perty is a bona jifi- transaction, and that 
while English capital will not be invested 
until everythii*^ is demonstrated to an 
almost dead certainty, the Yankees are dis- 
posed to gamble a hit, und invariably reap 
the biggest sh arc of the initial profits. Ot 
the seventeen mines under working in the 
Slocan country this winter but two are run 
by English companies — at least British sub- 
jects — one 'ley Messrs. Mahon, Vancouver, 
and another hy a partly English syndicate, 
Thc~Sl';can country is being developed 
more this year than ever in its 'history. The 
Washington, the Grand Western, the 
Alpha, Bluebird, Freddy Lee, Idaho, Queen 
Bess, 'Lucky Jim, Dardanelles, Best, Moun- 
tain Boomer, Vancouver, Spokane Bay, 
Nobks Supply and several other claims lire 
being run the winter through, development 
wxir'.v proceeding on the good properties 
without intermission. 

The Washington ha.8 had two tunnels run 
this season — one of them ii()0 feet, while 
the winter contract when complete will 
bring the total up to 700. In the tunnelling 
some good pay has been struck, a three-foot 
seam having been encountered willi the re- 
turn of from two to Iftve ounces per ton. 

The Sloc*u S'.urhuvo stopped work for the 
winter, hut before doing bo they were down 
to a depth ot 10(1 feet. The fact of a com 
puny such as this going down to such i 
depth with satisfactory results gave an im 
potus to ull other owners and prospectors, 
They aro now in four feet concentrating ore, 
White Bros, have overy reason to be well 
pleased with their-speculation. 

The Freddy Lee, owned chiefly by Jim 
VVardner, of Fairhavtn, is also doing well 
The firm have, at present, a puck train of 
not less than one hundred mules, each car- 
rying 359 pounds, plying twice a week be- 
tween the mines und Kaslo. From this 
point the Northern Pacific handle the freight 
at about S5 per ton. Hut when the smelter 
is erected at Pilot hay, the journey will be 
shorter. The 'inule puck has been steadily 
employed for the pist couple of months; 
always with a full load — tho product o: 
the mine on the one and that of the farm ou 
the home trip. The ore from this mine 
ranges all tho way from lot) to 500 ounces 
per ton. Considering that the great Cieur 
d'Alene mines are more than satisfied with 
50 cunoes to the ton, it will ho seen what un 
immense furtune there is in the Ivaslo mines 
with from lnO to 500 ounces, us booh us their 
transport facilities ate more favorable. At 
present it, takes »ome SHU to bring a ton of 
ore to the smelter, whereas, with th* Nel- 
son &. Fort Hheppurd in operation, the min- 
ers might defy the Ctcur d'Aleno or any 
other mines in the world. 

Messrs. Wardner have spent no less than 
SbV'.'OG to make a trail tu their mines, and 
very muny other operators aro clearing the 
road. 

In Kaslo City there is at present a popu- 
lation of .700 or. SOD, and buildings are being 
run up rapidly, and tenanted us soon as they 
are fit for occupation. 

Mr. Carpenter says that there is now more 
work going on in tho Kaslo country than 
can be recorded in the past history of Krit- 
ifch Columbia. But the Yankees are the 
men who are pushing it, und he is surprised 
that British Columbians do not take a more 
practical interest in the profitable develop- 
ment of the resources of the province. 

Mr. Carpenter has several good talcs of 
camping lifo among miners to relate. He 
tells one of a parson who came into camp 
and insisted upon holding service. In tl 
improvised church a scretn of blankets 
separated the gin palace from the Bleeping 
compartment, and in the latter the service 
wus held. 

Among the samples brought down by Mr. 
Carpenter is a chip oil the famous 122-ton 
boulder of galena below the Slocan Star, 
which it is contemplated to send — that is, 
the boulder— to the World's Fair.
